Desiring to further the oh- 
jhctives of the treaty be-

America and the Union of 
'^^viet Socialist Republics, 
qja, the limitation of antibal- 
Ustic missile systems signed 
on May’.26, 1972, hereinafter 
f^erred to as the treaty; 

Reaffirming their convic- 
iibn that the adoption of 
further measures for the 
^h^tation of strategic arms , 
r^ould ' contribute to 
^^jjrengthening international 
'^ace and security; * 

from the 
premise that further limita- 
tion of anti-ballistic missile 
^sterns will <jeate more fa-* 
vprable conditions fol* the 
cpmpletioh of work on a 
gprmanent agreement on 
more complete measures for 
'J^e limitation of strategic 
offensive arms, have agreed 
follows: 

Article I 

1. Each party shall be lim-‘ 
.j^d at any one time to a sln- 
*[gle area , out of the two pro- 
dded in Article III of the 
'treaty for deployment of 
antiballistic missile (ABM) 
yjBtems dr their components 






and accordingly shall not ex- 
ercise its right to deploy an 
ABM system or its compo- 
nents in the second of the 
two ABM system deploy- 
ment areas permitted by Ar- 
ticle ni of the treaty, except 
as an exchange of one per- 
mitted area for the other in 
accordance with Article II 
of this protocol. y 

2. Accordingly, except as 
permitted by Article II of 
this protocol: The United 
States of America shall not 
deploy an “ ABM system or 
its components in the area 
center(^ on its capital, as 
permitted by Article ITI(a) 
of the treaty, and the Soviet 
Union shall not deploy an 
ABM system or its compo- 
nents in the deployment 
area of. intercontinental bal- 
listic mi^ile (ICBM) silo 
launchers permitted by Arti- j 
cle. 11(b) of the treaty. 

^ Article n 

1. Each party shall have 
the right to dismantle or de- 
stroy its ABM system and 
the components thereof in 
^ the area where they are 
presently deployed and to 
deploy an ABM system or 
its components in the alter- 
native area permitted by Ar-- 
ticle III of/the, treaty, pro- 
vided that prior to initiation 
of construction, notification 
is given in accord with the 
procedure agreed to by the 
standing consultative com- 
mission, during the year be- 
ginning Oct. 3, 1977, and 
ending Oct 2, 1978, or dur- 
ing any year which com-' 
mences at five-year intervals 
thereafter, those being the 
years for periodic review of 
the treaty, as provided in 
Article XIV of the treaty. 


This right may be exer- 
cised only oncO.^ ' - 

2. Accordingly- -In* the 
‘ event of such notice; the 
United States would have 
the right to dismantle or de^ 
stroy the ABM system and 
its components in the de- 
ployment area of ICBM silo 
launchers and to 4eploy an 
ABM system of, its compo- 
nents in an area ^centered 
on its capital, as permitted 
by Article ni(h) of the 
treaty, and the Sovit 
permitted by ^Article lll(b) 
of the treaty. * 

. 3. Dismantling or destine- , 
tion and .deployment of.

” ponents and the notification / 
thereof shall be carried out 1 
in accordance with Article 
VI^ of the ABM treaty ! 
procedures agreed to , in tSe 
' standing consultative com- 
mission. ^ 

Article HI 

The rights and obligations 
established by the treaty re- , 
main in force and shall be 
complied with by the parties 
except to .the extent modi- 
fied by this protocoh ln par- 
ticular, the deployment of 
an ABM system or its com- 
ponents within the area 'se- 
lected shall remain limited 
by the levels and other re- 
quirements esrtabli^ed by 
the treaty. 

; Article IV V 

This protocol shall be sub-' 
ject to ratification in-^ac- — 
cordance ■'vrith the con^tu- 
>tional procedures of each ^ 
paryt. It \ shall enter into , 
force on the day of 'the ex- . 
change of. instruments, of 
ratification and shall there- 
after be considered an in- » 
tegral part of the treaty. \
